All Prisoners Are Treated 
Equally in Sentence Re- 


duction System Adopted

OTTAWA, May 7.—One thousand 
Prisoners walked out of prisons and 
Jails last week-end free men and 
women because Canada exercised a 
jubilee compassion. 

The reduction of sentence propos- 
ed by the minister of justice, fol- 
lowing the precedent of Canada’s 
confederation jubilee in 1927 and of , 
the King’s’ coronation in 191) 
brought many prisoners to the end 
of their terms 

To all prisofiers from the sneak 
thief to the murderer the reduction | 
of sentence was made. For every 
year of sentence, one month was 
deducted and for every year of good 
conduct another month was taken 
off. 

No matter what the crime, all 
were treated alike. All culprits 
whose sentences are under two 
years go to the provincial jails and 
institutions Where the sentence 
is over two years they go to a fed- 


eral penitentiary. Yesterday, today, 
and tomorrow and Monday, there 
will be a quiet exodus from jails 


and prisons of those whose reduc- 
tions bring their terms to an end 
Those released from the peniten- 
tiary received new clothes, trans- 
portation to their place of original 
abode, and $10, For the first ¢ 
however they will receive in addi- 
tion the pay they have earned while 
in prison. From Jan. 1, 1935, con- 
victs in the penitentiaries have 


been paid five cents a day, for each 
day they worked. Those whose 
conduct was good received in ad- 


dition to the remission of sentence 
for good conduct pay for all remis- 
sions over 72. days. They do not 
receive pay for the month per year 
now granted; that being a reduction 
of sentence and not a remission 


TEN PER CENT FREED 

lt is estimated that 10 per cent 
of those incarcerated in pricons and 
jails came to the end of their 
terms with the reductions. There 
ere 3,500 prisoners in the peniten- 
tiaries and about double that num- 
ber in the provincial jails. Justice 
authorities estimate the releases at 
ebout one thousand. 

The Jubilee gesture does not end 
with the week-end, however, but 
goes on the reductions applying to 
all sentences, so that everybody 
now in prison automatically gets| 
the month per year reduction. Even 
the “lifer” has it recorded on his 
file, and provided his conduct war- | 
rants it may get the extra month 
As “lifers” usually spend about 15 
to 20 years in jail, the jubilee ges- 
ture is a real reduction fov them. 

The releases are in the hands #f! 
the wardens and jailors. They ar-| 
range the time of departure of 
those released, and record the re- 
duction on those who still remain 
Later the number will be recorded 
with the secretary of state

The neéd of a free press in Canada is shown 
in the labor troubles at Corbin, B.C. While 
other newspapers with equal access to the news 
kept silent on this phase of the matter, the 
Vancouver Sun disclosed that after the absentee 
owners living in United States had sent word 
to the miners’ committee, 
breaking off arbitration, a 
posse of provincial police 
drove a tractor througn an 
unarmed group of miners and 
their wives. It is said that 
three women unable to get 
cut of the way of the cater- 
pillar were caught by it and 
dragged a distance of 300 
feet before they were re- 
leased.

Lucky for The Sun that the Legislature has 
prorogued. It will not be possible for any of 
those who may be affected by the printing of 
reports of events that preceded the rioting at 
Corbin; to get an Act passed, imposing fines 
of $5000 each on the owner, the publisher, the 
editor, the forman printer and the reporter of 
any paper that dares to print the facts in con- 
nection with labor disputes.

Christmas is a long way off, but so is Eng- 
land. I'm taking this opportunity to request 
any of my friends in England not to send me 
any cigarette-lighters as Christmas presents. 


No; I haven't a surplus of them. In fact, I 
haven't one at all. A two-bit “storm lighter” 
I treated myself to a.couple of years ago re- 
cently played out. But I don’t want any of my 
sisters, or cousins or aunts in the Old Country 
to send me a lighter for a present. I can't 
afford it. 

Olaf Hanson, logger and Liberal member for 
Skeena, told the House of Commons of the 
plight of one of his constituents who received 
a Christmas present of a 25 cent cigarette 
lighter from the Old Land. It is a crime for 
goods “i.e. good things” to come into Canada, 
because it deprives some eastern manufacturer 
of his patriotic right to profit. “We stand on 
guard, O Canada; we stand on guard for thee.” 

So under the statutes and sections therein 
made and provided by a government at Ottawa 
that is standing on guard for the manufacturers, 
the Customs officer got busy. He imposed a 
fine of $1.70—masked under the name of a duty 
—upon the poor wretch to whom the two-bit 
cigarette-lighter had been sent. 

There is such a thing as being killed with 
kindness. If a sufficient number of misguided 
or malevolent folk in the Oid Country were to 
send me Christmas presents of 25 cent cigarette 
lighters—each one carrying a fine of $1.70—I'd 
soon be broke. 

So please accept this May warning. 

I've been reading a book published by the 
Department of Mines at Ottawa on “Bitumin- 
ous Sands of Northern Alberta,” by S. C. Ells, 
who has visited all of the important asphaltic 
deposits in United States, British West Indies, 
France, Italy and Switzerland. Now that a start 
has been made on the commercial recovery of 
oils and bitumen from the tar sands of the Mc- 
Murray district, an opportunity will present 
itself for the establishment of a coal-briquette 
industry in connection with mines like that at 
Evansburgh, which has a large quantity of slack 
waste in a coal of very high heating quality. 
I'm told that the slack at the Evansburgh mine 
accumulates in such large quantities that it 
sometimes has to be destroyed by burning 

None of the chemical or engineering experts 
I heard testify before the Legislative committee 
recently, mentioned the use of bitumen as a 
binder for briquettes. They were interested in 
separating the fine sand from the bitumen, 
retorting a percentage of gasoline and heavy 
oil and using the asphalt residue for paving 
material. Yet bitumen, according to Mr. Ells, 
who conducted a series of experiments with it, 
makes an excellent fuel-binder for slack coal, 
in the manufacture of coal-briquettes. Of the 
cost he says—basing his figures on figures high- 
er than those anticipated by the companies now 
at work in the McMurray field—that it will 
compete favorably with other binders, and that 
Alberta bitumen is favorably low in sulphur 
and paraffin. Of tests made in various labor- 
atories of briquettes, in the years 1916, 1920 
and 1925, he says, “the briquettes produced 
appeared to be entirely satisfactory.” 


Here is a work that the Research Committee 
must take hold of. It will “kill two birds with 
one stone,” helping both the tar sand operators 
and those mines of northern Alberta which have 
a large unsaleable slack content, and a long 
lay-off of labor in the summer season. The 
work of making briquettes could be carried on 
all the year round. Briquettes made with bitu- 
men will stand exposure to the sun, and to 
open-air storage. 

Public interest, governmental pressure and 
the united action of the coal operators must be 
used to bring about lower freight rates on coal 
and briquettes to the Winnipeg and Ontario 
markets. It is monstrous that Alberta fuel must 
bear at $5.20 a ton for a 1000 mile haul. while 
wheat in the Maritime provinces is hauled 1300 
miles for $1.67 a ton. 

It isn't the C.N.R. officials who are behind 
this freight-killing rate. They know full well 
that reduction to a reasonable rate would bring 
traffic to the e= well as employment to 
the miners. They know that a modification of 
the “mountain scale’ on wheat—still far too 
high—built elevators on the waterfront of Van- 
couver and made that port the greatest export 
wheat port on the American continent 

The scandal of the coal rate northern 
Alberta is as gross as the scanda! of the old 
“mountain scale” rate on export wheat to the 
Pacific. Both aim at retarding the growth and 
prosperity of the west, for selfish purposes 

When a new government takes office in 
Alberta, one of its first duties must be to launch 
a determined demand for reasonable coal] rates 
on northern Alberta coal, comparable with the 
fight headed by Mr. G. G. McGeer, K.C., for 
revision of Pacific wheat rates. That's the best 
service that could be done to the coal industry 
of northern Alberta, and to all who share by its

Overweight Usually Means 
The Digestion Is Good 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In deciding whether or not it is an advan- 
tage to reduce, you must take into considera- 
tion the amount yeu have gained. A variation 
of ten pounds above the normal may be all 
right in your case, if you are a chunky, solid 
build. If your weight is twenty pounds above 
that given on the average 
weight table for a person of 
your sex, age and height, then 
it is a good plan to reduce. 

Overweight is termed 
obesity which means that 
there has occurred a storage of 
fat on the body greater than 
normal. In the average per- 
Son, about one sixth of the 
total weight is made up of fat. 
Thus in a human being 
weighing 120, at least 20 
pounds of this is fat. When the body starts to 
store a greater amount of fat than this, it will 
be laid down principally over the abdomen or 
through the hips, however, the fat may seem to 
localize in the arms or legs. In some patients a 
gain shows first of all in the face, and under 
the chin marked by the cheeks becoming 
plumper and by the formation of a double chin. 
However, as a general rule, when the patient 
wishes to reduce he is most anxious to take the 
excess fat off the abdomen, or as he puts it, ‘ito 
lose his bay window.” 

Undoubtedly, those who find it easiest .to 
gain are those who have a good digestion and 
assimilation, who therefore get all the good out 
of their food. Since good digestive organs are 
inherited from the parent, all the members of 
one family having the same type of digestive 
apparatus find it easy to gain. This explains 
why fat seems to be inherited. Also, those who 
are a great deal overweight usually like to eat 
and the eating habits of that particular family 
would be such that they encourage overweight. 


In those patients who have a tendency to 
leanness, we find the opposite condition where 
the patient fails to get the good from his food 
and will not gain even by stuffing on rich foods. 
In these cases, food is burned too fast in the 
body, principally because the thyroid gland is 
working overtime. This explains why it is that 
every person who eats hearty meals does not 
immediately put on weight. In fact, if every 
one gained who overeats, we would become an 
overweight race. Many obese patients are 
entirely right when they say that they do not 
eat as much as another person in the family 
who is thin. This is entirely possible and the 
fat person may use smailer meals but extract 
all the nourishment from them-so that he gains 
where someone else eating more weighs the 
same year after year. I know I have run 
across this phendmenon many times in talking 
to patients who say, “I don’t eat half as much 
as my mother, but everything I eat turns to 
tat.” I explain that this is something upon 
which they should be congratulated, since it 
shows that they have a good assimilation. As 
a general rule, it is easier for the overweight 
patient to reduce than for the thin one to make 
a lasting gain. 

The causes of overweight may be stated as 
follows: you are overweight because you eat 
too much and exercise too little. The correction 
of the tendency lies in eating less and exercis- 
ing more. 

In tomorrow's article I will explain the 
method I have found to be the best for reduc- 
ing in a way that is safe and sure.

ANSWER-—Measure into a large flat bak- 
ing pan four cupfuls of cornflakes and brown 
slightly in a slow oven. This will dextrinize the 
starch. Remove from the oven and turn out 
onto a clean cloth and crush with a rolling pin. 
Next mix thoroughly with a cupful each of 
finely chopped walnut meats and celery. 
Moisten with canned tomato juice to a con- 
sistency to mold into a loaf and bake under a 
cover for about 30 minutes in a hot oven, then 
remove cover and brown under the flame. 
Serve hot in slices with a sauce made of the 
remaining tomato pulp which has been stewed 
down to the thickness desired, adding a little 
butter and chopped parsley to each serving. 
Sufficient for four.

SAVE VANCOUVER PROPERTY 


Denuded of its valuable details, 
the report of the city council's ad- 


visory committee on taxation boils | 


down to the undeniable fact that 
two cannot, with any amount of 
arithmetical effort, be subtracted 
from one. 

This report would make it ap- 
pear that the city council itself is 
at length definitely moved from 


the asset to the liability column | 


in the face of the following facts 
edduced by the committee: 

1. That the taxes had increas- 
ed between the years 1928 and 
1934 by 42.6 per cent. 

2. That the gross revenue had 
decreased by 448 per cent. 

3. That the net revenue had 
decreased by 92.1 per cent. 

4. That the assessment of the 
land had increased by 16.9 per 
cent 

5. That the assessment of 
buildings had increased by 0.19 
per cent. 

6. That the value of land and 
buildings, being net revenue 
capitalized at 5 per cent., had de- 
creased by 92.1 per cent. 

The plain truth is, as the Van- 
couver Sun has urged for months, 
that assessment levels, based on 
fictitious property values estab- 
lished in boom days, are gradu- 
ally confiscating property and 
throwing the owners of property 
into bankruptcy. 

The situation in Vancover has 
got to the point where hardly one 
downtown property is producing 
enough revenue to pay taxes. The 
very heart of the city has de- 
veloped into a tremendous realty 
liability. 

The recommendations of the in- 
vestigating committee are emin- 


} ently practical and eminently sen-

sible. 


They include: 

1. The essentiat reduction of in- 
terest rates. 

2 The broadening of taxation 
bases to relieve the unbearable 
burden on land. 

3. Persuasion of the Federal 
government to accept all relief 
costs. which swallowed up $1,090,- 
000 of the taxpayers’ money in 
1934. 

4. Use of the Bank of Canada to 
assist governments in financing 
works projects instead of loading 
up the nation with more interest- 
bearing bonds. 

5. Persuasion of the Provincial 
government to return grants to 
the city which it cut from $1,413,- 
000 in 1931 te $650,000 in 1934. 

6. Persuasion of the Provincial 
government to take over the 
maintenance of order and the ad- 
ministration of justice in all parts 
of the province, something which 
cost Vancouver about $800,000 last 
year. 


7. Persuasion of the Provincial 


government to take over educa- 


tion, which cost $2,500,000, social 
services at $352,000, and health, 


which cost $70,000. 
These are recommendations des- 


signed, not to throw this city into 


any Utopian state, but merely to 
save its property from confisca- 
tion and its taxpayers from bank- 
ruptcy 

The question is no longer, “How 
is Vancouver going to do these 
things?” but “How can Vancouver 
ayoiod doing these things?” 

The report is an intelligent and 
well-stated resume of facts that 
Vancouver people have known for 
months. 

The sooner its provisions are 
put into effect, the sooner will 
Vancouver recover economic 
health.—Vancouver Sun.
